Tlie Old Bonanza 91 in?*. 


The San Francisco Bulletin says: 
The California and Consolidated Vir 


mines which first came iuto prom 


inence about 1873, and which subse 
quently turned out about $100,000,000 
in bullion and paid stockholders $81, 
350,000, were consolidated under one 
management about a year ago. Th 
first annual meeting of tbe consolidate< 
properties was held ou the 12th, when 
the old officers were re-elected, as re- 
ported in tbe local columns of the 
Bulletin on that date. 
Since then we 


have obtained access to the annual re 
pcrts, which not only give the financia 
operations for the past year, but also 
for ten months prior to the consolida 
tion, aay from January 1,1884, to Octo- 
ber 31, 188i. On the first of January 
1884, the California Mining Coinpanj 
had a cash balauce of $307,45, aud the 
Consolidated Virginia $1,659.25. 
After 


settling up tbe business of both coinpa 
nies, there was a cash balance of $1, 
608.35 carried to the new account of the 
Consolidated California and Virginia 
Mining Company, which took posses 
sion of all the properties on tbe 1st No 
veraber, 1884.

The country is quite mountain- 
ous, and fosters that personal independ- 
ence which is apt to mark the dwellers 
among tbe hills. The inhabitants are 
argely of Slavonic crigia, and are not 
enamored of Turkish rule. In words 
they acknowledge the sovereignty of 
the Porte, and pay a tribute of $1,000,- 
000 per year; but they are really rnled 
by their own prince, and eujoy virtual 
ndopeadenoe. Their territory is about 
,wo-thirds the size of that of Maine, 
jut like many greater nitious they are 
anxious for annexation. 


Albania shares the restlessness of its 


neighbor. 
Its extreme length is about 


300 miles, its breadth varies from 10 to 
90 mileSk Op the*, west and southwest 
it is bounded by the Adriatic and Ionian 
seas. Small as the provinca is in ex- 
tent, however, H is pierced by niue 
ridges of mountains, and its inhabitants 
have the characteristics of mountain- 
eers. The population is estimated at 
ever a million and a half. Austria 
would like both those provinces to 
broadon her domain, and probably af- 
fords the restless subjects sympathy 
Rnssiu, meanwhile, is watching move- 
ments to see whether she can grasp 
Bulgaria and Routnelia, and thus get 
stride nearer Constantinople. But the 
Saltan is averse to the dismemberment 
of his empire, and is ready to launch 
his legions on tha rebellious provinces 
Of course the Turks would find brave 
antagonists, but they have a decided 
advantage over the rebels in artillery, 


Tlio condition of affaira gives great 


solicitude to other nations. It has been 
reported that the Sultan is following 
the counsels of Prince Bismarck; and 
it is alleged that, the Marquis of Salis- 
bury is acting iu concert with tho Ger 
man Chancellor. There is nothing im- 
probable in snob a report; for neither 
Germany nor Grent Biitain is anxious 
to have the peace of Europe dibturbed 
Both of them would be jealous ot Rus- 
sian domination on the Hellespont, am 
each would be content that the Turk 
shall still hold the bemblunce of power 
in Europe provided he does not 'tyran- 
nize too harshly over his Christian sub 
jects. But it is not easy to hold uuciv 
ilized people in check. At nuy timi 
Moslem fanaticism may fling the torch 
into the inflammable mass, and Serviu 
Albftnia,'Rnasia and Austria, may be iu 
volved in a terrific war.

yet-few places in the world deserve 
their appellation so well as does th 
Death Valley of California, nor is i 
easy to find any other locality in any 
country whatever which gathers abou 
itself so much that inspires horror one 
dread. 
A region where a man can di< 


of thirst while he has water witbiu hi: 
reach, more than he can drink, may 
well bear the most terrible title that can 
be given it; and this name—Death Val 
ley—given from the first known even 
in its history, thirty-five yenrs ago, wil 
doubtless cling to the spot to the end o 
time. 


It irt in the southeastern part of Icj 


Co., Cal., and tbe point at which the 
meridian of 116 degrees 45 minutes W 
crosses 36 degrees 10 minutes N. is a 
nearly as possible in its center of hor 
rors. Probably only one other spot o 
which we have any knowledge, 
the 


Guevo Upas, or Yule of Poison, in 
Java, exceeds the fatality of Death Val 
ley. 


Tho valley itself ia 40 miles by 8, run 


ning nearly north and south, and ever; 
portion of this is desert and barren in 
the extreme, an in fact the eutire sur- 
rounding country; but u narrow centra 
spac-s along the eastem side, about fif 
teen miles in length, embodies the typi 
cal features in their highest intensity 
Into this, not Portu d'eufer, but Pni 
d'nnfer, very few persons have ever gone 
that is, who returned lo tell tbe tale 
and what is here relited perlaius to the

Tho dangers are tbe result of atmos- 


pheric conditions solely. Lack of wa- 
ter may be a fatal evil, but this can be 
avoided; supplies of water may ba car- 
ried, or better still, it is now tolerably 
well ascertained that water is available 
by sinking even shallow wella in mnch 
the greater extent of the upper portions 
of the valley.

to give full credence to the statement 
that many cases of death have occurred 
"when water was plenty, but conld not 
be 'drunk fast enough to supply the 
drain caused by the desiecative power of 
the dry, hot air." 
In fact, in one iu- 


stance he himself nearly reached that 
condition, and a few hours longer of the 
tteat and dryness would have placed his 
own name among thoae of its victims. 


It has baen Batd that birds drop dea 1 


in attempting to cross the valley. Mr. 
Hawkins, who visited it in 18S2 says he 


picked up at different tioaes, two JiUle 


birds, a mile or so frurn water, whose 
bodies were stillwarm, having evident- 
ly but just dropped dead." 
Tha bodies 


of men and their horses are liable to be 
encountered t»t nny time, they have 
been found within a mile of water, und 
in one case with water btill in their 
canteens, and a supply of fond as well 
shovviDg that the climate was the cause 
of the death. With these facUiu view, 
it is not unreasonable to say tbnt the 
name Death Valley is \vo!l bestowed. 
And if this is tha state of things on the 
elevated bordeis, ranging from 1,200 
to 2,000 feet and uaoie above the sea, 
what must be ths Jasat and drynesi in 
the focus? For one of the additional 
wonders of Death Valley is that its cen- 
tral region lies away below the level 
of tbe sea. 
Thero is perhaps no other 


spot on the globe at so great a distance 
from the ocean thj.t reaches such a de- 
pression — 159 feet. The dead fiea, with 
the gorges of the Jordan and the Ara- 
bah, of course greatly exceeds this, but 
it is not widely separated from the east- 
ern parallel bolder of tho Mediterranean. 


The 
climutic violence of this deep 


trough of Death Valley must be left to 
conjecture. It is ceitain that no man 
could survive there long enough to se- 
cure continuous observations of any 
tent.
